RUSSIA SETS OFF 
ANOTHER ATOMIC 
WEAPON BLAST 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP) 
—Russia set off another atomic 
weapon test explosion in the 
last two days, the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission announced 
today. 

Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
in a.statement announcing de- 
tection of the blast, said the 
shot was ‘of moderate intensity.

LAS VEGAS, Nev., Sept. 9 
‘(UP)—Atomic’ Energy. Commis- 
Sion scientists said today they 
planned to fire the final three 
shots of the 1957 nuclear test 
series within the next two 
weeks. 

‘The AEC yesterday detonated 
the eighteenth shot of the se- 
ries and the scientists plan to 
fire another device tomorrow 
from a 500-foot steel tower. The 
next test will unleash a power 
equal to less than 10,000 tons 
of TNT 


Yesterday’s shot was from a 
balloon 750 feet above the Ne- 
vada proving grounds. It. was 
one of the smaller atomic ex- 


plosions of the series, equal to 
about 5000 tons of TNT.

The civil ‘rights bill wes 
passed by Congress a day be- 
fore it adjourned Aug. 30, after 
a struggle lasting through the 
1957 session. No other civil 
rights bill had been passed 
since Reconstruction days. 

Passage of. the measure was 
the jor action cf the ses- 
sion. It also was a significant 
victory for the President ‘even 
though his original proposals 
were rewritten by the Demo- 

cratic-controlled Congress to 
remove or soften some of the 
far-reaching: provisions. 
Provisions éf Bill. 

Asidé from. the broad new 
powers to enforce voting rights, 
the bill would: 

Establish a six-member 
presidential commission to 
make ‘a two-year study in the 
civil rights field. . 

Provide for a new assistant 
attorney general/td head and 
strengthen the civil rights 
division in the Department of 
Justice. 


Repeal a reconstruction era 
law authorizing the President 
to use troops to enforce 
court orders in civil rights 
cases. 


Eliminate the requirement 
that federal court jurors be 
qualified under the laws of 
states in which they serve. 
This is designed to make cer- 
tain that Negroes can serve 
on federal juries. 


The long congressional de- 
bate and victory for the bill are 
certain to have political reper- 
cussions for a long time.

He said he is surprised that 
there is tension over integration 
in Little Rock. He recalled that 
a Little Rock crowd of 10,000 
cheered a 1956 campaign speech 
in which Stevenson said that 
ehe South must accept the Su- 
preme Court's integration de- 
cree as “law abiding citizens 
and reject the use of force.” 

He termed “inexplicable” Fau- 
bus’s calling out the National 
Guard. He said this only ag- 
gravated the racial tension. 

Asked what he would do if

Gov. Blair has praised Missouri’s new speed 


‘limit Jaw for contributing to the improved traf- 


fic safety record over the Labor day weekend. 
The reduction in highway fatalities was remark- 
able. Last year, 27 persons lost their lives in 
Missouri during the three-day holiday; this year, 
five were killed.

Little Rock arose Tuesday to gaze 
upon the: incredible spectacle of an 
empty high school surrounded by Na- 
tional Guard troops called out by Gov. 
Faubus to protect life and property 
against a mob that never materialized. 


Mr. Faubus says he based this ex- 
traordifary action on reports of im- 
pending violence. Dozens of local re- 
porters and national correspondents 
worked through the day without verify- 
ing the few facts the Governor offered 
to explain why his appraisal was 60 
different from that of local officials— 
who had asked for no such action. 

Mr. Faubus contends that he has done 
nothing that can be construed as de 
fiance of the Federal Government. 

Federal Judge Ronald N. Davies ac- 
cepted the Governor’s statement at its 
face value, and ordered the School 
Board to proceed on the assumption 
that the National Guard would protect 
the right of the nine enrolled Negro 
children to enter the high school with- 
out interference. 

Now it remains for Mr. Faubus to 
decide whether he intends to pose what 
could be the most serious constitutional 
question to face the. national govern- 
ment gince the Civil War. The effect 
of his action so far is to interpose his 
state office between the local school 
district and the United States court. 
The Government, as Judge Davies im- 
plied, has no choice but to proceed 
) such interference or abandon 
its right to enforce its ruling and de- 
cisions. 

Thus the issue is no longer segrega- 
tion vs. integration. The question has 
now become the supremacy of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States in all 
matters of law.

WEMHOFF: Mr. Ford, Americans have always been 
intensely interested in automobiles. Today, the whole 
country seems to be discussing the new Edsel. I would like 
to ask you to tell us some of your own feelings about the car.

distinctive than any you have ever seen or driven. I 
remember how excited we all were when we first saw 
the clay mock-up. We figured even then we really had 
something in the new Edsel.
